Practically every school boy and girl knows thai Betsey 


Ross designed the national colors, but this invesligalor thinks 
it' worth while that the people should know, the woman's 
maiden name was liliEabellj Claypool. 
Betsey is one. of the 


various nicknames for Olizabelh, and her last name became 
Ross when she was married to Hon. George Ross. In the days 
of the colonies each had a flag of its own, but when the coun- 


= .try revolted from English rule one of the first acts was lo adopt 


a flag for the United Stales. 
; Notwithstanding the fact thai her husband was a member 
of the Continental Congress, Mrs. Ross .was conducting a mil- 
linery shop" at the time and was known as a woman of talent 
and'good judgment. A committee of which George Washing- 
ton was:a member-called on her to'design a flag for the coun- 
-try, and the slars and stripes resulted. 
The design proved 


acceptable and was immediatefy adopted, resulting in the 
national'emblem often alluded'to as '.'Old Glory," and in im- 
mortalizing the name of Betsey Ross, born Elizabeth clay- 
pool. At the request of Congress Mrs. Ross engaged in the 
manufacture of-flags,: which she'continued for some years 
until afilicled by blindness. 
She lived lo a good old age and 


will be remembered as long as tht old flag continues to wave 
"O'er the land of the free and the home'of Ihe brave." 


lii Ihe brief sketch relating these fads appears the following 


significant line: "In those days nobody was shocked that Hie 
wife of a member of Congress should. conduct a millinery 
business."

the days of Betsey Ross and the adoption of the"national colors 
and it will be difficult for thinking .men and women to avoid

:fions'and lias-grown immensely rich, but with-this develop- 
inem have come changes, in the life of Ihe' people so great Ilia I 
they hardly seem like Ihe saine people. Thevsimplicity of the 
early days has completely departed. 
Everybody now would 


be surprised to know that (he wife of a Congressman was con- 
ducting a millinery eslablismcnf. 
! But the question is, has happiness increased in proportion 
to wealth?' Crealure comforts are far greater (ban in Ihe .days 
of Betsey.Ross and Ihe adoplioii of the American flag, and yel 
there is more discontent and unrest than in any previous 
period of-the country's history. Some of Ihis is, of course, 
traceable to the effects of the World war, but not all can be 
attributed to that. As wealth and'comforts have increased 
desire for worldly things lias been stimulated lo such a degree 
that it is almost impossible lo find a person who is satisfied 
and content. As a people we are in a mad rush for more, and 
it is to be feared that in Ibis rush we are .depriving ourselves of 
spine of. the more substantial enjoyments that were known in 
the earlier days';
